To the Inhabitants of the Town of Andover, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


(Tats) 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said Andover, on ‘Tuesday, the eleventh day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation for the same. 


3. ‘To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for highways and bridges. 


4. To see what action the town will take about re- 
pairing or constructing new bridges at West Andover 
and the Fifield bridges (so called), and see what sums 
of money the town will vote to raise and appropriate for 
repairs or construction of said bridges. 


5. To see if the town will vote to accept the pro- 
vision of Chapter 117, Laws 1917, on the unimproved 
sections of the Mascoma road, so called, and raise and 
appropriate $500 for said purpose. 


6. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise $6,000 to be 
used for’ State Aid construction; if the town raises the 


said amount the State and Federal government will 
appropriate $18,000, making a joint fund of $24,000. 


7. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for permanent repairs on highways 
under the law passed at the January session, 1905. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $2,916.66 for a black top on our State and Federal 
roads; if the town raises said amount the State will 
appropriate $5,183.34, making a jomt fund of $8,100.

9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $150 to paint the Town house. 

10. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the town library in addition to 
that required by law. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of the cemeteries. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial purposes. 

13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for observing Old Home Day. 

14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $400 for the purpose of controlling the white pine 
blister rust. 

15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for lighting the streets. 

16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of securing the 
services of a district nurse. 

17, To see if the town will vote to accept a new 
Ford touring car from William A. Richardson, on the 
following conditions: That the car be used solely for the 
purpose of providing transportation for the district 
nurse, provided however, the town will agree to take 
care of registration and up-keep. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $82.25 for services of the Franklin Fire depart- 
ment at E. J. Matthews’ fire at Potter Place.

The Trustees of the Andover Town Library submit the 
following report. 


The total number of volumes in the town library are 
6026. One hundred and three volumes have been given 
during the year by Mrs. Joseph Odlin. 

We have purchased with the income of the Horace 5. and 
Mary A. Clay fund thirteen volumes of ch-Idren’s books. 
More will be purchased later. 

The number of books circulated during the current year 
is 1225,—330 at East Andover and 895 at Andover Center. 

The place used for a library at East Andover had to 
be closed as there is no way of heating it. No other place 
is available. We recommend that the town consider the 
matter of getting a suitable place, properly lighted and 
heated for library purposes at East Andover. ‘There are 
other sections of the town that are getting no benefit from 
the Library, to wit,: Taunton Hill, The Plains, West An- 
dover, Potter Place and Cilleyville. No one seems willing 
to transport the books or to care for them. 

The trustees suggest that the town raise or appropriate

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Andover, N. H., February 13, 1924. 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the Andover 
School District: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report as Superintendent 
of the schools of Andover. ‘This report includes the roll 
of perfect attendance and the statistical table for the year 
ending June 30, 1923, and deals also with matters within 
theveutrent year, 


We were fortunate in retaining five of last year’s teachers. 
Miss Ruby Carleton was transferred from Cilleyville to 
the East Andover Primary, as Mrs. Nettie Sanborn re- 
turned after a year’s leave of absence. Miss Dorothy 
Bixby, graduated from Proctor Academy in June, was 
placed in the Flaghole school. It has been the policy of 
the school board to increase the salaries of those re-elected 
teachers who attend a summer normal session. Such 
normal school work improves the quality of teaching, in- 
creases professional spirit and interest, and is believed by 
the school board to be of great value to the district. 

Intelligence tests and standard tests of achievement have | 
been given as in previous years in grades three to eight, 
and arithmetic and spelling tests from the State Board of 
Education were given in November to grade eight. These 
showed good standing. The “Myers Mental Measure” 
will be given this year to the primary grades. 

We have with us still the recurrent problem of pupils 
seeking promotion to the Academy before they have com- 
pleted satisfactorily the eighth grade. We have tried to 
relieve the Academy of Freshman failures and to spare the 
town the burden of paying five years tuition for a four 
year course, by raising the standards in the elementary 
schools. There is somewhat of a break at best between 
district school and Academy, and experience has shown 
that this transfer is made successfully only when pupils 
are well prepared. 

The health of our school children has improved within the 
last three years as is shown by less malnutrition, and by 
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better health habits. ‘The work done by the public health 
nurse seems invaluable. 

The average number of no school sessions in the district 
last year was 25, the largest number lost 32, being at East 
Andover where many children walk a long distance and 
school was closed 4% days for bad weather and impassable 
roads. The smallest number 18, was at Cilleyville where 
no time was lost on account of weather. At Flaghole there 
were no tardiness, at Cilleyville with an average member- 
ship of 30 there were only 14. The record for punctual- 
ity at East Andover was poor in both rooms, indicating in 
a few cases truancy, in a very few over-work at home, but 
in the majority lack of interest and responsibility on the part 
of parents. 

It was voted by the school board this year that the 
schools should be kept open on Columbus Day, New Year’s 
Day, Washington’s Birthday and Fast Day. This will 
lessen by eight sessions the too large number of no-school 
days. These days are observed by such special lessons or 
exercises as make them of real value. In some cases chil- 
dren have been absent and have brought the excuse that 
their parents would not let them come on a holiday. Such ab- 
sences hurt the schools and have a very bad effect upon 
the children thus kept from attendance. In nearly every 
case the absences have occurred among children who are 
low in their classes and who are not able to make up such 
lost time. 

I would repeat what has been said at many different 
times and in many different ways, that seldom can a child 
be absent for any prolonged period or have frequent ab- 
sences of even one or two sessions without falling behind 
his class. ‘The work is planned for pupils who are present 
every session, and every absence is a handicap. We have 
seen children lose interest and fall so far behind by the loss 
of two or three weeks’ work that they could recover their 
standing only by repeating work already done. ‘The study 
of grades in both the elementary school and the Academy 
shows the advantage of regularity and of punctuality. 
The table of statistics shows an increase of twenty-one 
in average membership since the previous year. The Cilley- 
ville and the East Andover Primary school show the 
greatest increase. Up to the present time this year the 
registration in the latter has been 45. 
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Very few alterations have been made this year. In the 
coming year if Boston Hill should be reopened extensive 
repairs and alterations would be necessary; if Boston Hill 
should remain closed and Taunton Hill be opened new equip- 
ment would be required. The most poorly lighted room 
now in use is the Center Primary with two large windows 
at each rear corner of the long narrow room. Additional 
windows should be placed in the back of the room above 
the blackboards. This was done to great advantage three 
years ago in Cilleyville. The stairways to the basement in 
the Center school are dark and dangerous and should each 
have a window installed. At East Andover the approach 
to the school building is so sloping as to be unsafe when 
icy and at any time steep and difficult. A better road 
should be made. There ought also to be a walk directly 
from the school building to the road with steps down the 
bank. Children could then pass from the school to the 
highway without crossing another’s land. At Cilleyville 
a large part of the school yard has become filled with 
poison ivy making it a constant danger to the children. 
The adjoining lot, if it could be purchased, would make 
an excellent playground for the large number of children 
there: : 

I thank the school officers and patrons for their loyal 
support, and the teachers for their enthusiastic service in 
making our schools a success this year.
